SKETCH OF HIS CHICAGO CAREER. 


New Bedford, Mass., July: 5.—[Special. }— 
Nonquitt, the quiet little summer resort six 
miles from here, where General Sheridan 
died, was today the scene of.a tragic event, 
when Henry B. Stone, a prominent citizen 
of Chicago, formerly Vice President of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad and 
President, of the Chicago Telephone compa- 


ny. was instantly killed by an explosion of 


day fireworks. Mr. Stone was on the piazza 
in front of his cottage this forenoon amus- 


ing his children by firing off crackers, 


bombs, etc., in honor of the holiday. 

One large dynamite bomb, which sent 
forth grotesque figures when exploded, was 
obstinate and refused to ignite. 

Mr. Stone stepped from the piazza on to 
the grass to examine the bomb, which was 
propped up in a piece of drain pipe, and was 
bending over it, when it exploded with ter- 
rific force, striking him full in the face. 


Was Frightfally Mutilated. 

He was frightfully mutilated. The charge 
gracked Mr. Stone's jaws, blew away the 
nose, and tore out the eyes. Pieces of the 
bomb also penetrated the brain. The un- 
fortunate man fell backward on the grass 
and expired almost instantly in the full view 
of his entire family, who became frantic at 
the terrible sight. 

Dr. John T. Bullard, a family connection, 
and Dr. C. D. Prescott, cottagers at Non- 
quitt, were summoned. They were unable 
to reach Mr. Stone at once, but they declared 
that had they been on the scene at the time 
of the accident he would have been beyond 
all human aid. The event cast a gloom over 
the little settlement and the informal cele- 
dra tion of the day was entirely suspended.

Henry B. Stone was most widely known in 
the business world of late as President of 
the Chicago United Telephone companies, 


comprising, besides the Chicago Telephone 


company, the Central Union and Missouri 
Telephone companies. Of these vast prop- 
erties he has had almost entire management 
for the last seven years—in fact, since he 
resigned the Vice Presidency and General 
management of the Chicago, Burlington and 


President of the telephone companies, and 
on last Friday left Chicago, intending to sail 
for Europe in August for a long period of rest 
and recreation with his family. 

In the Great “Q” Strike. 

Mr. Stone’s name and exceptional execu- 
tive ability first came to public notice when, 
as General Manager of the Burlington rail- 
road system, he was brought into conflict 
with the Engineers’ and Firemen’s associa- 
tions in the great Q”

After graduation he entered 
the employ of the East Boston gun works, 
‘which was then constructing most of the 
largest ordnance made in the country. 
Within a year or two he rose to a position of 
responsibility and by 1878 was in charge of 
the ordnance department. 

Goes to the Road. 
Finding that the fleld was not in every 
way suited to his ambition and desire he 
resigned a position that was then lucrative 
and in 1878 accepted a minor position in the 
employ of the Chicago, Burlington and 


Quincy railroad company at its shops in 


Aurora, III. He was first advanced to the 
position of foreman of the shops. Then he 
was made division master mechanic, and a 
short time later he was made superintendent 
of motive power for the whole system. His 
final promotion was to the post of General 
Manager for the system and Vice President 
This position he held until he resigned to 
accept the Presidency of the Chicago and 
United Telephone companies in 1890. 

For some time past Mr. Stone and his 
family have resided at 45 Bellevue place. 
While he did not allow himself much social 
liberty he was a member of the Chicago 
club and was prominent in the Commercial 
club.” In public affairs he took a lively In- 
terest, although apparently without political. 
ambition. Nevertheless he was active in the

He was uncon- 
scious, and a hasty examination showed 
that he was suffering from “ bullet wound 
near the heart. 

The wounded man was carried into the 
house and one of the party sent for a physi- 
clan, while another went to notify the po- 
lice. Before either arrived at the house 
Keefe was dead. 

As soon as the officers arrived they made 
a search of the premises in the vicinity of 
where Keefe was found. About twenty feet 
from the place they found a straw hat, and 
a little farther away the revolver was dis-. 
covered. Both of these articles were later 
identified as the property of Keefe. 

John Keefe, brother of the deceased; Will- 
jam Fuller, Albert Lyons, Peter Reardon, 
James Leslie, E. J. Summerfield, Louis Rus- 
sell, and William McGarry, who were in the 


house when Keefe disappeared, were locked 


up as witnesses, but at the inquest, which 
was held yesterday afternoon, they were 
released, the jury having found his death 
had been caused by a bullet fired by an un- 
known person. 

The police say Keefe shot himself or was 
struck by a stray bullet, but they are m-

Then he succumbed himself, and it was 
found that his hands hack been terribly 
burned. He was treated by Dr. Armstrong, 
who did nqt think his injuries dangerous. 
The sea breeze drove a shower of sparks 
towards the cottage of United States Sen- 
ator Mitchell of Wisconsin, which is now 
occupied by Washington friends of the Sen- 
ator, and soon that splendid seaside palace 
was on fire.

JAPAN'S PROTEST IS MADE PUBLIC. 


Correspondence with Secretary Sher- 
man Relattve to the Proposed 
Annexation of Hawaii. 


Washington, D. C., July 5.—The formal 
protest of Japan against the annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States became avall- 
able today. The full correspondence is as 
follows: 

“Legation of Japan, Washington, D. C., 
June 15.—Sir: I beg to again call your at- 
tention to the subject of our interview today, 
the rumor that the governments of the 
United States and Hawaii are on the point 


of concluding a treaty annexing the 


Hawallan Islands to this country as a tcr- 
ritorial part thereof. As I had the honor to 
state to you, this rumor has been repeated 
during the last few days with a circum- 
stantiality of detail which gives it the ap- 
pearance of authority. It not only states 
positively that the annexation will soon 
take place, but also gives with apparent 


rangement which directly affect the rights 
acquired by the government of Japan and 
Japanese subjects by treaties with Hawali 
and under the constitution and laws of that 
country. 

It is on this account that I desire to re- 
peat what I had the honor to state in our 
interview -today, that my government can- 
not view without ooncern the prospect of a 
sudden and complete change in the status 
of Hawail, whereby the rights of Japan and 
of Japanese subjects may be imperiled. 

“While, therefore, they confidently rely 
upon the United States to maintain toward 
them a just and friendly attitude in this as 
in all other matters, they feel that under 
the circumstances they cannot be regarded 
as spectators merely without interest in 
the important change which it has been so 
positively asserted is about to take place in 
the relations of the United States and the 
Hawaiian Islands. For this reason, if it is 
really true that a treaty of annexaégion is 
about to be concluded, I feel justified in in- 
quiring from you, Mr. Secretary, what pro- 
vision has been made therein for the pres- 
ervation and maintenance of the rights ac- 
‘quired and enjoyed by Japan in her inter- 
course with Hawaii under the solemn sanc- 
tions of law and of treaty. 

“Accept, Mr. Seeretary, the renewed as- 
surances of my highest consideration.

“To the Hon. John Sherman, Secretary 
of State.“ 

To this Secretary Sherman replied as fol- 
lows: 

Department of State, Washington, D. C., 
June 16, 1897.—Sir: Replying to your note 
of the 15th inst. just received, I have to say 
that the governments of Hawali and the 
United States by thefr duly authorized 
representatives have signed a treaty annex- 
ing the Hawaiian Islands to this country. 
This has been done in pursuance of the 


States and the treaty will, I understand, 
be submitted to the Senate of the United 
States by the President for ratification. As 
to your: inquiry as to the provision made 
therein concerning the treaties which may 
be in existence between Japan and the pres- 
ent Hawaiian government, my understand- 


States does not take upon itself any obliga- 
tions of the Hawaiian government arising 
from treaties or conventions made by it with 
other governments. 

It is believed that there is nothing in the 
proposed treaty prejudicial to the rights of 
Japan and certainly the United States has no 
disposition to disturb the friendly relations 
which have long existed between the gov- 
ernment of Japan and this country. 3

Before divulging the nature of these in- 
structions I desire to state that, although 
the imperial, government could. not have 
failed to attach due weight to the statément 
in your communication to me of the 16th 
inst., that in your opinion there is nothing 
in the proposed treaty prejudicial to the 
rights of Japan,’ they must also have taken 
note of the fact that in alluding to the same 
communication to existing treaties between 
Japan and Hawaii you state that your un- 
derstanding is that ‘ the government of the 
United States does not take upon itself any 
obligations of the Hawaiian Islands arising 
from treaties or conventions with other gOv- 
ernments.’ 

I have now the honor to inform you that 
I am instructed by his Imperial Majesty's 
government to formally protest against the 
proposed annexation of the Hawaiian ISI- 
ands to the United States. 

“This protest is made for the following 
reasons: First, that the mafntenance of 
the stutus quo of Hawaii is essential to the 
good understanding of the powers which 
have interests in the Pacific. 

Second. the annexation of Hawaii would 
tend to endanger the residental, commer- 
- Clal, and industrial rights of Japanese sub- 
jects in Hawaii secured to them by treaty 
and by the constitution and laws of that 
country. 

Third, such annexation might lead to the” 
postponement by Hawaii of the settlement 
of claims and liabilities already existing in 
favor of Japan under treaty stipulations. 

With reference to the mischievous sug- 
gestion or report which has been so indus- 
triously circulated in this country.and else- 
where that Japan has designs against the 
integrity of sovereignty of Hawaii, I am 
further instructed by the imperial govern- 
ment to state most emphatically and une- 
quivocally that Japan has not now and never 
had such designs; or designg of any kind 
whatever against Hawali. 

Permit me to add, in conclusion, Mr. Sec- 
retary, that in making this protest and in 
asking full and careful consideration for 
it the imperial government is actuated by 
what it regards as an imperative duty and 
not in the remotest degree by a desire to 
embarrass the United States. It prizes 
most highly the cordial relations which have 
always existed between our countries and 
it confidently trusts that its representa- 
tions on this occasion will be received in 
that spirit of justice and fair dealing which 
has so notably characterized the intercourse 
of Japan and the United States.

SOLDIERS ARE NEEDED. 


Makes an Astonishing Statement 
Situation Makes Another Year of 
War an Absolute Necessity, Even it 
the Money and Troops Are Prom pt- 
ly Forthcoming — Ritter Tone of 
Havana Press Toward Government.

Havana, via Key West, July 3.—“ To con- 
quer the revolution in East Cuba General 
Weyler will require 200,000 soldiers more 
and it will cost $200,000,000. If Spain can 
afford all this, then we may make this cam- 
paign regardless of the yellow fever and the 
heat.

Special Committee Appointed a Year

. Milwaukee, Wis., July [Special.] 
There was a hot time at the meeting of the 
National Council of Education this morn- 
ing. It was all over the question of coedu- 
cation. The report of a committee ap- 
pointed ‘at the last meeting of the-council 
was the bone of contention. In its report 
the committee remarked that it found, espe- 
cially in the West, that there is a growing 
sentiment in favor of separating the sexes 
in educational work. This remark caused 
no end of trouble for the committee, as it 
was immediately challenged, and represent- 
atives from various Western States said 
that so far as they knew there was no such 
sentiment in existence, and the conclusion 


cussed “The Esthetic Klement in Educa- 
tion,” and three carefully prepafed papers 
on the subject by Professor John Dewey of 
the University of Chicago, Miss Mary E. 
-Nicholson of the Normal School at Indianap- 
olis, and W. T. Harris, United States Com- 
missioner of Education, were followed by a 
lively discussion, in which nearly all of the 
leading educators present expressed views 
in keeping with the ideas of the papers. 

Professor John Dewey of Chicago opened 
by declaring that the emotional side of edu- 
thrust to the background, 
and that the great effort had come to be the 
development of the intellectual side of the 
pupil, He said the ordinary American busi- 
ness-man may be capable of great achieve- 
ments, and be a man of extraordinary ex- 
ecutive powers, and at the same time be a 
disagreeable person to live with. The idea 
of the esthetic in education is to make the 
individual more companionable, and to make 
him so that he will respond more quickly to 
the appeals to his sympathetic nature. It 
is, he said, a distorted conception to advo- 
cate the development of the intellect first 
and to add esthetic accomplishments later. 
The esthetic cannot be called a frill; it is 
an essential of true education. 

W. T. Harris said that the several fine 
arts are, in an ascending scale, architecture, 
sculpture, painting, music, 
Dancing, landscape gardening, engraving, 
elocution, dramatic art, and rhetoric are 
accessory to one or more of the five great 
departments of art rather than separate 
departments. Art appeals to the feelings.

How the Row started. 


The report which caused the row was made 
by the committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing of the Council to collect statistics upon 
the question of “ The High School and Its 
Fundtions.“ The report was made by W. 
H. Bartholomew of Louisville, the chairman 
of the committee. The report contains many 


things of interest not only to the teacher 


but also to the taxpayer who is paying for 
the support of the schools. It is based on 
the investigation of the high schools in forty- 
six of the leading cities of the country. The 
report shows that the high schools are in 
popular favor and that of the schools in- 
vestigated 8 per cent are finishing, 12 per 
cent preparatory, and 80 per cent both fin- 
ishing and preparatory schools. It shows 
that while 50 per cent of the school popula- 
aion is enrolled in the public elementary 
schools but 6 per cent is enrolled in the high 
schools, ‘while only % of 1 per cent of the 
school population graduates from the high 
schools. It is silent on the question of the 
relative cost of the elementary and the 
higher institutions. The English course of 
study is the most popular, with the scientific 
course a close second in the high schools. 
All schools are furnished with good libraries 
or have access to good public libraries. Fifty 


per cent of the schools have regular courses. 


in physical training. Eighty per cent of the 


‘gchools are coeducational. The schools of 


the North and East, with few exceptions, 
are coeducational, while the schools of the 
South and West tend to the opposite. | 
The conclusions which the committee 
based on the report are that the high school 
is twofold in its functions—namely: to pre- 
pare pupils for life and to prepare them to 
enter college; that high schools are increas- 
ing in popular favor; that opposition to high 
schools is growing less; that the tenden 
is to reduce the number of the courses of 
study in high schools; that coeducation is 
prabticed in most of the high schools, but 


that the sentiment in favor of separation is | 


steadily growing. 
Creates a Sensation. 


This later portion of the report created a 
sensation when it was read and as soon 
as Mr. Bartolomew had finished Newton 4a 
Dougherty was on his feet to ask what the 
committee understood by the West. He 
was answered all of the States west of the 
Mississippi. Mr. Dougherty said that he 
knew that the sentiment of which the com- 
mittee spoke of as growing did not exist in 
the schools of Illinois, and that in fact the 
exact contrary of the findings of the com- 
mittee were true of his State. 


C. H. Keyes of California also took the 


committee to task, and said that while it was 
true that there were some school districts 
in California where the boys and girls were 
educated in the higher branches at separate 
schools, still the tendency of the times was 
toward coeducation. In all of the California 


schools where both sexes are educated to- 


gether it was noticed that better results 
were obtained. It is optional for the girls 
to go to the schools where the boys are 
taught and it was noticed that all of the 
bright girls preferred to attend those 
schools, whtte those who are dull and do not 
get along well in the schools prefer to at- 
tend those schools were only girls are al- 
lowed to attend.

William R. Hayden, one of the older com- 
pany of theatrical managers, died yester- 
day at the Highlands of the Navesink, N. J. 
Several months ago he was compelled to 
give up active labors owing to an attack of 
rheumatism. Since then he has steadily 
grown worse. He leaves a widow and two 


Mr. Hayden has been best known of late 
as the manager of Stuart Robson. The 
older theatergoers, however, will remember 
him as the manager of both Robson and 
William H. Crane, and prior to that time of 
Thomas Keene, when the latter first came 


ad his grounding in the 
managerial business many years ago, in the 
earlier stages of the American theater, al- 
though he was but 55 years old at the time 
of his death. He was a native of Richmond, 
Va., and as a young man took his part in the 
war of secession as a member of the Con- 
federate army. In those days negro min- 
strelsy was approaching its palmiest days, 
and, with such men as James Oates as his 

companions, he lost no opportunity to tempt 
fickle fortune in ambitious if unstable en- 


If these undertakings were seldom profita- 
ble to the young actor-managers there was 
nevertheless experience to be gained from 
them, and experience that was to prove most 
profitable. About 1871 the old circus man, 
W. W. Cole, made the first endeavor to 
transport his “mammoth attraction” by 
rail. In making the ambitious attempt, 
which was then considered a piece of enter- 
prise unheard of, Hayden was engaged as 
the most available man to act as advance 
and railroad agent. He served in this capac- 


In 1875 Mr. Hayden became identified fora 
time with the early threatrical history of 
Chicago. When Leonard Glover remodeled 
the old Postoffice Building—then standing 
on the present site of the First National 
Bank Building—and made of it the once suc- 
cessful Adelphi Theater, Hayden was treas- 
urer of the institution, representing in this 
capacity the interest in the enterprise of his 
employer, W. W. Cole. He held this position 
until he returned with the opening spring to 
his circus and raſlroads, and was succeeded 
by Will J. Davis, who thus received his first 


About 1880 Mr. Hayden took up Thomas 
Keene and introduced him as a Shakspear- 
ean actor with success. When Keene was 
temporarily disabled by paralysis he turned 
his attention to Crane and Robson. He 
guarded their interests to the fixanctal 
advantage of all concerned until the two 
principals parted company, and since that 
time he has devoted most of his energies to

palms, the windup being a superb flight of 
1,000 colored rockets. Brooks“ Military 
Band furnished the music and played the 
national airs of several of the Latin-Amer- 
ican States, much to the pleasure and gratifi- 
fication of the delegates. After the fiery 
entertainment the strangers were escorted 
to a carpet-covered platform in the center of 
the Coliseum, where Colonel Dickinson 
made them an address in which he told them 
of the conception, construction, and uses of 
that big building; of the notable events that 
have taken place beneath its roof.

RAILROAD INTERESTS IN KANSAS. 


W. H. Truesdale Claims That the Rock 
Island Is Unfairly Burdened 
in That State. 


Topeka, Kas., July 5.—[ al. The 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners yes- 
terday received a letter from W. H. Trues- 
dale of Chicago, Third Vice President and 
General Manager of thé Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and and Pacific railroad, in which he gave 
reasons Why his road could not reduce 
—_— rates in Kansas, as ordered by the 
board. 

The letter follows, in part: Railroad 
companies are subject to many vicissitudes 
and burdens in Kansas, which they do not 
encounter in like degree in other States. 
Crops are uncertain; it is either a feast or 
a famine. For a few months or days in 
some years it is difficult to obtain cars to 
move the creps. The next year crops fail 
and sidetracks are crowded with rotting 
freight cars, and the roundhouses are filled 
with idle engines. The burden of taxation 
is enormous. More than 40 per cent of the 
aggregate earnings of railway companies 
in Kansas is required to pay taxes, while 
for the United States the rate is only 8 
per cent. Instead of growing less, this bur- 
den is increased ffom year to year. The 
assessment of this company has been largely 
increased. It cannot meet this additional 
expense by reducing its earnings. 

Kansas has more miles of railway per 
capita than any other Western State, and no 
road depending wholly upon its earnings in 
this State has for several years been able to 
pay actual operating expenses, not includ- 
ing interest on the bonds or dividends upon 
stock. It is hardly fair to require the rail- 
roads of this State to be operated at the 
expense of citizens of other States. 

“We respectfully urge that some consid- 
eration should be given to the rallroads of 
Kansas at this time in urging reductions in 
their rates for the large amount of free 
transportation they furnished on seed grain, 
clothing, and sundry necessaries of 
life transported by them both within 
and without the State during the, 
years 1804 and 1895, when crops in 
your State were a failure, and many of your 
farmers were without either seed grain or 
the bare necessaries of life. In addition to 
furnishing free transportation to a very 
large extent, this company also bought and 
furnished many of the farmers with seed 
grain, taking their notes therefor. A large 
sum of money is still due this company on 
this account, much of which will probably 
never be repaid. | 2 

“This company owns more miles of rall- 
way in Kansas than in any other State, and 
takes a lively interest in the welfare and 
prosperity of the State, and will, so far as 
it reasonably can, having due regard to the 
rights of its patrons in other States, at all 
times protect the interests of the people of 
Kansas in the matter of transportation, be- 
lieving that by so doing it will protect and 
promote its own interests, and it believes 
this is all the majority of right thinking 
people of the State will require of it, and 
that they desire to see it prosperous, and 
do not desire to see it driven to bankruptcy.”

No evidence was asked for or offered and 
the case was set for a hearing before Justice 
Quinn on July 15, 

The release of the woman was the result 
of an agreement between Inspector Hunt 
and her relatives. It was arrived at on 
Sunday afternoon practically. The girl's 
father, Mr. Maslin, is in Butte, Mont., as 
the representative of Sprague, Warner & 
Co. and it was on his account that her rela- 
tives here took action in her behalf. They 
proposed to secure her freedom even if it 
were necessary to bring proceedings in 
habeas corpus, while the police were only 
holding her in view of an inquest, because 
until Sunday it was not believed Nelson 
had the slightest chance of recovery. The 
prospects for such a result are now more 
favorable. 


Police Have Suspicions Only. 


The police had and still have strong sus- 
picions that the woman knew more about 
Nelson’s shooting than she had told, but 
they had no evidence to substantiate what 
they suspected, 

Karly yesterday morning Inspector Hunt 
had a final interview with Mrs. Staples in 
the presence of Matron Rice. She adhered 
to all her previous declarations that she did 
not know who shot Nelson, and that she 
now, as she at first told, was certain the 
assailant was a negro, and that she believed 
5 could identify the man if brought before 

m. 

Early in the afternoon her stepmother, 
Mrs. Maslin, her brother-in-law, H. A. Keck, 
and her bondsman called at the Hyde Park 
Station. Judge Porter was called in and 
she was formally released. With her friends 
and relatives she walked to Fifty-fifth 
street, where the party took a car and went 
to Mrs. Maslin's home in the Corcord Flats, 
at Twenty-fourth street and Indlana ave- 
nue, There Mrs. Staples will make her 
home for the present, and the police will see 
to it that she does not change her residence 
without their knowledge. Before leaving 
the station Mrs. Staples shook hands with 
and thanked the Inspector. She kissed the 
matron good-by, and said she had been 
kindly treated and would some day establish 
her innocence. 


Nelson’s Mother Visits Him. 


Nelson was in high spirits and confident of 
recovery yesterday. His mother came from 
Cadillac and his sister is still here. He was.

In the book under consideration there are 
many citations concerning the early specu- 
lations in rolatidn to the creative days.

Augustine, who lived in the fourth ceritury, 
but he has evidently avoided his plain state- 
iment on this subject. The days of crea- 
ton, says Augustine, and those first 
mornings and evenings . must be fig- 
urative terms . and the rest of the

“As ye would that men should do unto you

and the prophets.“ (Matt. viil., 12.) 
lt was therefore the author of Leviticus 
who “‘ formulated the golden rule instead 
of Rabbi Hillel. The rabbi, however, was 
evidently familiar with Hebrew literature— 
more familiar than is Dr. White. : 
Joseph and The Two Brothers.” 


Dr. White repeatedly claims that “ the 
most striking parts of the story of Joseph 
were drawn from the Egyptian legend en- 
titled The Two Brothers.“ And he does 
this in the face of the fact, well known to 
Egyptologists, that the story of “ The Two 
Brothers belongs to the nineteenth dynas- 
ty, having been written by a temple scribe 
for King Seti4l., while Joseph is assigned to 
the much earlier period of the Hyksos Kings. 
(See Dr. W. M. Flinders, Petrie, Brugsch 
Bey, and others.) 

A still more unpardonable blunder, how- 
ever, has been perpetrated in giving his 
readers to understand that there has been 
wholesale borrowing from Buddhist sources 
because Fausböll fouad the story of the 
judgement of Solomon imbedded in Buddhist 
folk-lore.“ (White, volume II., page 383.) 
Hg very properly refers to“ Fausb6ll, Budd- 
hist Birth Stories, translated by Rhys Dav- 
ds,“ in support of the statement that there 
is such a story in Buddhist literature, but 
literary honesty demands that an author 
be fairly represented, and it would have 
been easy io quote a historic statement 
from the very volume to which he refers. 
“The Hebrew story,” says Rhys Davids, 
in which a similar judgment is ascribed to 
Solomon, occurs in the Book of Kings, which 
is more than a century older than the time 
of Gautama (Buddha), and it should be re-

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membered that the chronicle in question 


‘was based, for the most part, on tradition 
current much earlier among the Jewish peo- 
le, and probably on earlier documents. 
Buddhist Birth Stories, volume I., int. 
pages 14-16.) 7 
Is it not passing strange that Mr. White 
should so carefully avoid giving the chron- 
ology of the stories to which he has made 
such repeated and pointed allusions? 
“The Light of Asia.” 

An incorrect impression is also conveyed 
by the following sentence: Sir Edwin 
Arnold, by his poem, The Light of Asia,’ 
spread far and wide the knowledge of the 
anticipation in Buddhism of some ideas 
which, down to a recent period, were con- 
sidered distinctively Christian.!“ (White, 
volume II., page 383.) 

Every one who is at all familiar with the 
subject, however, knows that Sir Edwin 
Arnold was writing poetry and not history, 
and for the sake of illuminating and beauti- 
fying his work he has read into it many 
beautiful Christian thoughts which were en- 
tirely unknown to genuine Buddhism. Prob- 
ably no one would be more amused than 
Sir Edwin if he supposed for a moment that 
any man claiming to be a scholar had treat- 
ed his poem as a record of facts. 

“As the Buddhist scriptures were more 
fully examined,“ says Mr. White, there 
were disclosed interesting anticipations of 
statements in later sacred books. The 
miraculous conception of Buddha and his 
virgin birth, like that of Horus in Egypt 
and Krishna in India; the previous annun- 
ciation to his mother, Maja; his birth during 
a journey by her; the star appearing in the 
east and the angels chanting in heaven at 
his birth; his temptation—all these and a 
ruultitude of other statements were full of 
suggestions to larger thought regarding the 


development of sacred literature in gener- 


al.“ (White, volume II., page 383.) 

A paragraph like the above shows that 
the author has been grossly imposed upon 
by designing men and is a forcible illustra- 
tion of the statement that it the blind 
lead the blind they shall both fall into the 
ditch.”

Dr. James Legge’s Opinion. 

In a personal letter from Dr. James 
the professor of Chinese at Oxford Univer- 
sity, this distinguished scholar says: 1 
do not think that Christianity is at all in- 
debted to Buddhism. And so far as my 
knowledge goes, the idea of any such in- 
debtedness is generally repudiated by séhol- 
ars.” Professor F. Max Muller of Oxford 
University says in a letter of recent date: 
“Surely there are my books to speak for

admitting a historical influence of Buddhism 


on Christianity.” (See also Oldenberg, 
Buddhism, page 115, and Rhys Davids, int.

The idea that Buddha was born of a vir- 
gin is of eaceedingly modern manufacture. 
According to the genuine Buddhist texts he

If the individuals who are still engaged in 
the manufacture of these “ similarities ” 
will read a portion of the New Testament it 
may save them from repeating the blunders 
of their predecessors, some of whom have 
claimed that certain things were bor- 
rowed from Buddhism "' which are not con- 
tained in the gospels af all. 

It is evident that Mr. White’s idea of the 
virgin birth of Horus has also been bor- 
nowed from an entirely irresponsible source, 
as it is purely a modern fabrication. A well- 
known Egyptologist was speaking the other 
day of the fact that there is no such myth 
in the Egyptian texts. But,“ said he, 


subject to even choose his authorities in- 
telligently.“ 

| For a man who makes any pretensions to 
scholarship to claim that Krishna was sup- 
posed to have been born of a virgin is en- 
tirely unpavdonable. The prominence which 
is given to his older brother in Hindoo liter- 
ature makes it impossible to impose this 
myth of modern manufacture upon any one 
but a novice, 

"Krishna the Eighth Child. 

In the standard works of the Hindoos, 
Krishna is represented as the son of Vasu- 
deva, and his mother's name was Devaki. 
The statement is repeatedly made that 
Krishna was the eighth child of his mother 
and the Vishnu-purana informs us that her 
first six children were the offspring of a 
demon. (See Vishnu-purana, Wilson's trans., 
p. 498.) The story that Krishna was cruci- 
fied is also of modern manufacture and 
equally untrustworthy. 

In a footnote to one of my manuscripts 
which was revised by Sir Monier Monier- 
Williams, Professor Sanskrit at Oxford Uni- 
versity, the distinguished Orientalist, wrote: 
I know nothing of this absurd myth.“ But 
although it has never reached the higher 
circles ‘of scholarship it is freely circulated 
in Amefica by those who apparently know 
little or nothing of historic research. 

Neither time nor space permits the noting 
of all the blunders which have been commit- 
ted; only those are considered which may be 
most briefly noted. It is a matter of pro- 
found astonishment, however, that any man 
who claims to be a scholar is willing to take 
positions which careful students of history 
and literature know to be absolutely foreign 
to correct scientific conclusions. 

But the most amusing part of the program 
is the fact that several preachers, who ought 
to have known better, have hastened to ap- 
prove such statements as the above without 
ever instituting a critical inquiry to ascer- 
tain whether they are correct or not. We 
protest that such methods are entirely un- 
scientific, and they are not adopted by 
scholars. 3 


What Professor Sayce Says. 

So far as Professor Sayce of Oxford Uni- 
versity is concerned, he is entirely capable 
of taking care of himself, though it is not 
at all likely that he has ever taken the 
trouble to read Mr. White's book. 

Some time ago I sent him an elaborate 
review of the work, clipped from Tue CuHI- 
caao TRIBUNE, in which the principal points 
were well represented. And afterward, in 
writing me on another subject, he said: 
The review which you inclose is the first 
account of Dr. White's book that I have re- 
ceived, and I confess that it leaves upon 
me the impression that the book is super- 
ficial. Cersainly both Moses and myself are 
misrepresented. It is astonishing with what 
aseurance people will write about the Bible 
and set its authors right without troubling 
themselves to read it properly.“ 

Let no one borrow any trouble concern- 
ing the temporary influence of books like 
that of Dr. White. The Bible has withstood 
for centuries the keenest fires of criticism— 
a criticism conducted by both friends and 
foes—but it has a wider circulation and a 
stronger influenco today than ever before.

Bradley of Texas was elected tem- 
porary chairman by acclamation. He said

SANTA FE BRANCH IN A COPPER FIELD 


Proposed Line from Williams, Ariz., 
to the Grand Canon of the 
Colorado. 


Pheenix, Ariz., July 5.—[Special. ]—Offictals 
of the Santa Fé system are making personal 
investigation of a scheme for the construc- 
tion of a railroad to the Grand Cafion of the 
Colorado. The starting point is to be Will- 
iams, on the Atlantic and Pacific raliway. 
The route considered is directly north to 
the cafion at O’Neill’s point, a distance of 


sixty-three miles, thence branching east and 


west. The eastern branch would skirt the 
cafion to the well-known Hance trail, twen- 
ty-five miles; the western branch would take 
the traveler to the rim above Cataract Creek 
Cafion, the Yosemite of the Southwest. 

The line will for fifteen miles traverse one 
of the richest copper bearing sections of 
Arizona, a district newly discovered, where 
millions of tons of ore have been exposed 
but cannot be worked because of lack of 
transportation. These mines are mainly 
owned by Chicago capital, which is pushing 
the Santa Fe to the construction of a feeder.

HAS IRE SUN A PLAN? 
The New York Sun was and is in favor 
of honest money and the maintenance of 
the gold standard. And yet, trom convic- 


tion or out. oſ sheer contrariness it opposes 


vehemently the breaking of that “endless 
chain” of greenbacks which only a few 
years ago came so near bringing the coun- 


try from the gold to the silver standard 


and debasing its currency. ‘ 
The Sun, quoting the declaration in the 
Indianapolis platform about taking the 
governnient out of the banking business,” 
states that— 

That means, so far as it means anything, taking 
away the function of issuing notes from the gov- 
ernment and turning it over to the banks ex- 
clusively, and Incidentally increasing the bonded 
debt so materially that there willbe added from 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 to the interest charges, 
solely for the benefit of the banks. 

It is true that the funding of the green- 
backs would add ten or eleven millions a 
year to the interest charges or until those 
bonds were paid off with surplus revenue. 
But that bond sale would be the last. When 
will the last sale be if the endless chain is 
not broken? Is the Sun aware of the fact 
that the interest charges have increased 
over eight millions since Mr. Cléveland 
was inaugurated in 1893, and that those 
charges were increased by reason of the 
sale of bonds with which to redeem green- 
backs? 2 

Those bonds were not sold “ solely for 
the benefit of the banks.” They were sold 


to save the credit of the United States and 


the credits of its people. If more bonds 
were to be sold to cancel the greenbacks 
they would not be sold to benefit the banks, 
but to insure the people against a recur- 
rence of the calamitous days of 1893, when 
it was feared the greenbacks would not 
be redeemed in gold, | 

It is evident that the Sun does not want 
bonds sold to cancel the greenbacks. Is it 


willing to have bonds sold from time to 


time, if necessary to get the gold with 
which to redeem and re-redeem green- 
backs? Ig it willing the interest charges 
should be added to for that purpose? If 
not, what plan has it to insure the recur- 
rent redemption of the greenbacks? 7 
The act of 1878 makes it the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay out 
greenbacks which may have been re- 
deemed. It makes no difference whether 
these notes were redeemed in gold or were 


taken by the government for debts due it 


custom-house duties or internal revenue 
duties. Out of the Treasury they must go 
in payment of debts of the government. 
They go out, and presently they come back 
again to be redeemed once more. 
When everything is running smoothly 
and there are no fears of the stability of the 
currency, comparatively few greenbacks 
are presented, for redemption in gold. But 
when there is a doubt as to the continuance 
of gold redemption then there is a run on 


j the Treasury. The amount of gold paid out 
to rédeem greenbacks and Sherman notes 
between March, 1893, and November, 1896, 


was $428,188.000. 

In order to provide a portion of the gold 
Bends 
will have to be sold again if there is such 


a demand for gold as there was in 1894-95. 


If there should be free silver victories this 
year and next, might not that demand be re- 
newed? If that is possibie, precautionary 
méasures should be taken, so that there 
may be no question about the redemption 
of the greenbacks. Has the Sun any 
measure te recommend? 

That paper is not ignorant of the fact 
that the bonds which the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to sell are payable 
in “coin.” When the laws,containing that 
word were enacted the silver dollar was 
worth a trifle more than the gold dollar. 
Bondholders would have been gainers if 
the government had paid them in silver 
dollars which were coined free prior to 1873. 
But the silver dollars in circulation now 
are worth intrinsically less than half what 
they were twenty-five years ago. They 
have full purchasing power only because 
the government is behind them. If there 
were free coinage of silver the silver dollars 
would be worth only 47 cents apiece, and 
yet the government could use them in pay- 
ment of coin“ bonds. 

Therefore it is not strange that those 
of whom the government demands gold in 
exchange for bonds should balk a little 
sometimes at that word “coin.” It in- 


volves the possibility of their being repaid 


in half-value silver. If Congress had com- 
plied with Clevejand’s request and allowed 
him to sell gold bonds sixteen millions 
would have been saved to the taxpayers on 
the. first issue of 1895. Is the Sun in favor 
of amending the law now, so that when gold 
is needed gold bonds can be sold to ob- 
tain it? 

Or, if the Sun is not willing to do this, 
what does it propose to do in order that 
there may be a certainty of gold on hand 
with which to redeem notes it insists must 
be redeemed in gold on presentation? It 
must have some plan. It cannot be satis- 
fied to drift along, hoping there will be no 
more panics to cause a run on the Treasury 
for gold. What is its plan to insure the re- 
demption of the 460 millions of greenbacks 


and Sherman notes it desires to keep 


afloat? 


LET THE WIDOWS AND ORPHANS SUFFER 

Mr. Tlummer, the fusion candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor in Iowa, is as out- 
spoken as the Gubernatorial nominee. He 
admits that the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 means cheap dollars and a 
partial repudiation of indebtedness. As 
Mr. Plummer is a banker, it must be less 
difficult for him than for many others to 
perceive the. effect on credits of the change 
from the gold standard to a half-value 
standard. 

But this shamelessly dishonest man wel- 
comes repudiation on the ground that it will 
be “the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber.” The question was put to him: 


„Would not the cheap dollar cut in two 


the value of the millions of dollars of life 
insurance due widows and orphans?’ His 


reply was: 

Perhaps it would. But the widows and orphans 
do not constitute 10 per cent of the population of 
the country, and are we to bring up tha other 
90 per cent of the people as paupers for their sake? 
Besides, it would cost the widows so little to live it 
would not make much difference to them, and you 
cannot pass any kind of a law without doing in- 


justice to some one. 


But “the other 90 per cent embraces 
all those workingmen and workingwomen 


he wishes to see put on the statute books 


would inflict a direct and immediate in- 
jury on nearly every member of the com- 
munity, and not merely on the widows and 
orphans, whose prospective impoverishment 
seems rather to amuse him. 

There are tens of thousands of voters in 
lowa who have insured their lives in one 
Way or another for the benefit of their 
families. Some of those men voted last 
year for Bryan. But he did not tell them 
with that charming frankness which dis- 
tinguishes Mr. Plummer that their wives 
and children must suffer for the good of 
the rest of the community. Will these 
voters mark their ballots for their avowed 
enemy, Plummer? 

The candidate for Lieutenant Governor 
admits also that the value of the free coin- 
age silver dollar “ would depend somewhat 
on the volume of silver produced and might 
fluctuate.” He does not assert that free 
coinage would raise the value of silver, us 
the mineowners pretend to believe it would. 
The people whose support he relies on want 
cheap dollars and he makes no unwelcome 
statements about a possible appreciation

How cheap a free silver dollar would be 
Mr. Hummer does not predict. The 


United States in adopting free coinage of 


silver will-have to take a leap in the dark.” 
That statement is not accurate, Every in- 
telligent person knows about what the con- 
sequence of free coinage would be. The 
dollar, which is worth 100 cents now, would 
be worth less than 50 cents. It might be 
47 or it might be 46. 

Such dollars, if made full legal tender, 
will, according to Mr. Plummer, be as 
good as gold, for every dollar will be as 
good as every other dollar.” For what 
purpose will the cheap silver dollars be 
as good as the gold dollars? Not to buy 
goods with, but only to pay off existing 
debts fraudulently. That is the only rea- 
son why this model Iowa banker wants 
them. 

The friends of sound money should feel 
pleased that these Iowa free silverites 
have thrown off the mask. They are not 
hypocritic, like Bryan, but reveal unhesi- 
tatingly their dishonest purposes. They 
are appealing openly and unequivocally to 
the knaves of the community.

LABOR DEMAGOGUES AND CIVIL SERVICE 

An organization calling itself the Chicago 
Federation of Labor has adopted “ amid 
shouts of approval“ resolutions denuncia- 
tory of the civil service law and of the 
merit system. They were offered by a 
Democrat—a member of the “ ruling race,” 
wlio undoubtedly wants to get a place as 
an inspector which pays better than a walk- 
ing delegateship. Most if not all of those 
who voted for the resolutions are profes- 
sional laborites, who would like to get on 
the city pay-roll. That is why they were 
so willing to accommodate the Democratic 
spoilsmen who wish to see the civil service 
law swept sway. 

These imitation workingmen announce 
that they do not want city employés chosen 
by a commission “in star-chamber ses- 
sions,” but “that those whom the common 
people select as their servants should be 
the judges in the selection of employés.” 
This is a cuphemistic description of the 
rotten old spoils system, which the political 
laborites would like to see restored in order 
that they can get.offices which, under the 
merit system, they never can get. 

The resolutions are amusingly demagog- 
ical. Two of them are as follows: : 

Resolved, That perpetuation in office of any set 


of men builds up an aristocracy to create indiffer- 
ence to the sufferings of the remainder of the 


people. 
Resolved, That civil service will eventually stop 
the common people from taking part in political 
movements, because elections, under the law, call 
only for changes in government of elective officers, 
creating eventually apathy of political workers and 
creating a new American nobility to cvntrol the 
government for amusement and remuneration. 
The person who wrote these resolutions 


must have laughed to himself at this idea 


of an aristocracy of street laborers, police- 
men, and firemen, who are to constitute the 
“new American nobility.” 
The federated labor demagogues decla 
that the city “should for the amount of 
money expended obtain the very best 
service.” They do not believe anything of 
the kind, or they would favor the mcrit 
system. What they want is to see the 
municipal service what it was, an asylum 
for canting demagogues, for biear-eyed 
loafers, for the offscourings of the political 
slums, for those who want to be supported 
by the labor of the taxpayers. 
In short, the delegates to the Federation 
of- Labor want to quarter themselves on the 
taxpayers and get big pay for little or no 
work. They do not represent the real 
workingmen of this city, who like the civil 
service system because it gives them an 
opportunity to get places without having 
to bribe Aldermen to get their influence or 
to crawl on their bellies before ward com- 
mitteemen and other office-hucksters. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S BAD FAITH. 


While the people of the United States 


have grown impatient at the long delay of 
the administration in carrying ouf the pro- 
visions of the St. Louis platform with ref- 
erence to the relations of Cuba and Spain, 
they will rejoice that it has had sufficient 


Americanism to enter a decided and em-' 


phatic protest against the duplicity and bad 
faith of the British governmest in the mat- 


ter of the fur sea controversy. The find- 
| ings of the Paris arbitration have not been ; 
acted upon by England, as might naturally 


have been expected. 

The Paris tribunal, it will be remem- 
bered, ruled adversely to the American 
claim of exclusive jurisdiction in the waters 
of Bering Sea, awarded damages to 
Canadian seal pirates and butchers whose 
vessels had been seized by our cruisers, and 
then laid down certain régulations for the 
preservation of the seal herds, which were 
to be jointly enforced by the two nations, 
Though the United States’ claim to juris- 
diction was unjustly barred out and the 
American people were condemned to pay 
heavy damages to Canadian poachers who 
had been engaged in cruelly and wantonly 
destroying American property, this govern- 
ment accepted these unjust rulings with- 
out complaint, and then proceeded to carry 
out the remaining part of the tribunal’s 
decision by sending a fleet of five vessels 
to protect Bering Sea and stop the de- 
struction of the seal herds. Great Britain, 
on the other hand, has not done its part. 
It sent but two vessels, one of them a yacht, 
and they have done noshing to prevent 
pelagic sealing. So far as they are con- 
cerned, the Canadian pirates have not been 
interfered with and no attempt has been 


: wining and dining are all over, the Amer- 


ican Ambassador is charged with a func- 
tion which will be more agreeable to the 
American people. Lord Salisbury must be 
spoken to in plain terms and notified that 
his government has been false to its agree- 
ment. He must make an explanation of 
its bad faith, it one can be made, and must 
be reminded that governments as well as 
individuals, once they accept an arbitra- 
tion, are bound to abide by the terms of the 
award or be posted as dishonest and faith- 
less. Perhaps now the New England sen- 
timentalists and the New York Quakers 
and peace lovers will understand why the 


American people distrusted the English 
dove with its message of peace and good 


will, and why the American Senate refused 
to ratify the general arbitration treaty with 
Great Britain, It has been recently re- 
ported that the friends of arbitration are 
engaged upon the draft of a fresh treaty, 
whieh will not contain the objectionable 
features of the last one. The American 
people do not want any treaty of arbitra- 
tion with Great Britain. So Ieng as it 
contemptuously sets aside the findings of 
international tribunals this country wants 
to hear no further talk of arbitration. The 
duty ot the government is to put itself in 
a condition where it can enforce agree- 
ments and defend itself against the bad 
faith of Great Britam. 


PUBLIC AND PRIVATE MORALITY. 

What is the relation between public and 
private merality? Must we admit that the 
boodlers and blackmailers who predomi- 
nate in our politics at present are true rep- 
resentatives of the people? Have the stand- 
ard of American citizenship and the mor- 
ality of the average member of society 
fallen so low? Are we a nation of degen- 
erates, glorying in crime? 

A well conceived and strongly written 
article by Charles R. Grant in the Arena 
takes a pessimistic view of the political 
conditions in this country, and makes an 
earnest plea for more religious teaching in 
the public schools. Judge Grant says 
that “ our educational panacea is no longer 
compounded from the pharmacopœia of re- 
ligion. The most formal and perfunctory 
devotional exercise in the public schools 
is denounced on the one hand as heretical 
and godless and resented on the other as a 
relic of superstition. Driven thus to hold 
a middle course, our educators seek to con- 
fine their labors to the domain of mere 
knowledge, to the training of the head and 
hand alone.” 

He asks, with a ready negative: Can 
moral law, wider our policy of absolute non- 
intervention in matters of religious in- 
struction, be ineulcated usefully and effi- 
ciently in our public schools?” 

None will deny the tremendous debt so- 
ciety owes to religion. But the worid has 
outgrown the form of political paternalism 
which discriminates between Jew and Gen- 
tile, Methodist and Presbyterian. Without 
recognizing these distinctions how can re- 
ligion, as differentiated from mere moral- 
ity, be taught in the public schools? 

Morality, inasmuch as it includes re- 
ligion in the larger sense, should be incul- 
eated with the earliest lessons. But the 
teaching of religious dogmas is foreign to 
free institutions, a violation of the prin- 
ciple of religious toleration, and a menace 


to the very existénce of the public school 


system. 

Judge Grant is wrong in ascribing the 
prevailing debasement of public office toa 
neglect or cessation of religious instruction 
in the public schools. It should be remem- 
bered that the United States of today is 
not the United States of the early part of 
the century. We are absorbing and di- 
gesting communistic, ignorant, reactionary, 
and other nearly indigestible elements of 


other nations. 


Napoleon said that had there been no 
Rousseau there would have been no French 
revolution. He took it for granted that 
Robespierre was a fair exemplar at the 
time of French morality. He was wrong. 
The speedy overthrow cf Robespierre 
proved him an accident, a mere fistula of 
the eruption which marked the breaking out 
of the disease on the body politic. Does 
Rousseau dominate French politics today? 
Even though he may to a certain extent, 
Robespierre’s disciples do not. 

In America we have to deal constantly 


with a milder form of the Robespierre mala- 


dy. as long as we are assimilating foreign 
substances into our social and political life. 
A homogeneous people may easily select 
rulers who represent them truly, but where 
inexperience in the exercise of the 
franchise exists, where there is racial 
antagonism and distrust of one’s neigh- 
bors, demagogues of the milder fin de siécle 
Robespierre pattern will flourish. Profli- 
gate and degenerate rulers even of a -pious 
people are not unknown to history. And 
should we hold the Jews responsible for 
Herod's cruelties? A ruler does not always 


exemplify the nation. The boodlers are 


not typical of the whote people. The hun- 
dred years of experiment of a government 
of the people, for the people, and by the 
people may take another fifty years to work 
out satisfactorily. The acuteness of pres- 
ent evils, errors, and mistakes is in itself 
an augury of better things to come. Some 
remedy will be found if public sentiment is 
sufficiently aroused. 


DISASTERS OF THE FOURTH. 

It is a melancholy fact that the Fourth 
of July, through a mingling of stupidity 
and carelessness, is allowed to bring suffer- 
ing and woe into many homes. By general 
and tacit agreement a certain relaxation in 
the laws affecting the use of explosives is 
permitted on this occasion. The Mayor 
goes to the trouble of proclaiming the fact 
in a formal document. He specifies also 
what kind of explosives may be set off, and 
the line is drawn purposely so that danger 
to life will be reduced to the lowest degree. 
All these formalities are really meaning- 
less unless parents are enlisted in the work 
of enforcing the regulations. But on this 
day they scem to confuse patriotism with 
criminal recklessness and allow their chil- 
dren the widest latitude. It would be im- 


possible for the police department to impose 


checks on this vast army of youth which 
has been granted such unbounded license 
by family mistaken indulgence. The result 
is inevitable and repeats itself year after 
year. A large number of children are seri- 
ously injured, some are erippled or maimed 
for life, some are killed, and in nearly every 
instance unuecessary carelessness or crim- 
inal stupidity is the primal cause. This 
is a self-evident proposition which will be

is leavening the whole of the incongruous 
mass. But it takes time for yeast to work. 


eral of this class which the police should 
have prevented. The time certainly seems 
to have arrived when the Fourth of July 
question should be settled intelligently and 
not left to chance, In a great city, with 
its vast property interests and dense popu- 
lation, it is a mistake to throw down all 
the bars at once. There is no patriotism in 
deliberately mviting a succession of trag- 
edies. There is a clearly defived point 
where danger begins and the people should 
be held under that point as inexorably as 


they would be held under the law’s re- 


straints at any other time in the year. 


PLANS FOR AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION. 

The federation idea has been spreading 
steadily in Australia for many years and 
seems to have reached the point now when 
the union of the various independent States 
will soon be effected. A half dozen years 
ago an attempt was made to arouse the 
colonies to a serious consideration of the 
subject, but it failed to reech a conclusion, 
owing to the peculiar condition of the pol- 


‘ities in some of the States at the time. But 


the later attempt, begun last year and con- 
summated in a convention held last March 
in Adelaide, the capital of South Austra- 
lia, promises to result in definite and favor- 
able action. 

In accordance with a prearranged plan 
each colony was invited to send delegates 
to this convention, and representatives ac- 
cordingly came from New South Wales, 
Victoria, South Australia, and the island 
colony of Tasmania. Queensland was not 
represented nor was New Zealand, but the 


latter would hardly be expected to join 


such a movement in the beginning, because 
it is 1,200 miles from the mainland. The 


convention was made up of eminent men 


in nearly every instance, which made its 
dehberations more important and more 
probable of subsequent ratification. Nat- 
urally there were many serious conten- 
tions and conflicts between the interests of 
the smaller and larger States respectively, 
but satisfactory compromises seem to have 
been made whenever the maim confedera- 
tion plan was seriously threatened. It was 
decided by this convention to call the pro- 
posed federution under the crown the Com- 
monwealth of Australia. There is to bea 
Governor General nominated by the Queen, 
a Cabinet chosen by the Governor General, 


a Senate consisting of six representatives 


from each colony, elected by the people, and 


a House of Representatives chosen on a 


population basis of one member to about 
every 50,000 inhabitants. The Senate and 
House are to have coördinate powers, ex- 


cept that all money and taxation bills shall 


be initiated in the House, the Senate being 
allowed to suggest but not to make amend- 
ments. The English system of making the 
Cabinet responsible to the House is re- 
tained. This proposed federal Parliament 
is to be given great power and will deal 
with customs and excise taxation, defense, 
postal and telegraph matters, navigation, 
and all affairs concerning relations with 
outside peoples, marriage and divorce, and 
kindred subiects. The financial problem 
proved a stumbling block which has not 
yet been surmounted. The disposition of 
the various State debts and the railways 
is left for subsequent deliberations, but 
there ought to be no serious obstacle to 
making a narmonious settlement qf either 
question. The convention decided to es- 
tablish a final federal court of appeal and 
to do away with the right of appeal to the 
British Privy Council. But there was 
much opposition to this proposal, which 
may finally be defeated. 

The whole federation scheme, as briefly 
outlined above, is now to be submitted to 
the respective local Parliaments and will 
be returned again to the convention ata 
session in September for final amendments, 
Then it will go before the whole people for 
rejection or adoption, There is little doubt 
that the people will accept any federation 
scheme the convention submits to their 
votes. The time is ripe for union of inter- 
ests and concentration of government, and 


when this is accomplished Australia will, 


start on its new career toward independent 
greatness. The resources of the continent 
are varied. There is an abundance of gold 
and other minerals. It can be made great 
wheat-producing country. Animal life 
ranges from sheep to kanghroos, and there 
are birds from pheasants to ostriches. The 
climate is wholesome and invigorating and 
the men there are stalwart and brainy. A 
great Anglo-American nation of about 
four millions of people is forming. A 
century hence it may contain twenty or 
thirty millions of English-speaking inkab- 


itants. 


HENRY B. STONE. 

Very many Chicagoans will be profound- 
ly shocked and grieved when they read to- 
day of the death of Henry B. Stone, the 
late President. of the Chicago Telephone 
company. Ile died at his summer home at 
Nonquit, Mass., where General Sheridan 
breathed his last, of injuries occasioned by 
the premature explosion of some fireworks. 

The perilous method which American 
have adopted of celebrating their national 
holiday has cost many their lives this year, 
as in preceding years. The death of none 


of them is as distressing or will be as long. 


deplored as that of Mr. Stone. The busi- 
ness and social circles in which he moved 
and in which he was respected and liked 
will feel deeply the loss they have met with. 

Mr. Stone.was best known to the public 
as a railroad man of marked ability, who 
played a conspicuous part in one of the 
great railroad strikes of the United States. 
When the engineers and firemen of the 
Chicago, Barlington and Quincy road, with 
which Mr. Stone had been connected for 
ten years, went out in 1888, he was given 
the sole management of affairs. 

The confidence felt by the directors in his 
capacity was justified by events. The con- 
test was long and costly, but, although Mr, 
Stone had the most powerful of all the rail- 
road organizations to contend with, 
he came out victor. But in the 
course of time, 
twelve years of incessant and laborious rail- 
road service, he left the Burlington road in 
1890 and became the President of the Chica- 
go Telephone company. That responsible 
but less onerous position he held until the 
close of last month, when he left for the 
East to meet his death. 

Mr. Stone was a man of exceptionally 
high business qualifications. His un- 
wearied energy and determination did not 
recognize the existence of obstacles. But 
his natural force was always under per- 
fect control and was tempered by constant

Aldrich threw upon two of his cclleagues of 
the Subcommittee on Finance, which framed 
the amendments to the Dingley bil, the bur- 
den of carrying that measure through the 
Senate, and it must be said that they carried 
it without apparent distress, either mental 
or physical.

well, as the Cornell crew did on Friday? 
There must be some good reason for it. 
There is Allison, who is 68 years old—twilve 
years cider than Aldrich—who has been 
thirty-two years in Congress, who, as chair- 
man of the Appropriations committee, has 
had a good deal to do this session besides 
his share of the work as a member of the 
Finance committee, and who seems to be as 
alert and strong in mind and body toda vas 
he ever was. Then there is Platt of Con- 
necticut, two years older than Allison end 
fourteen years older than Aldrich. After 
all the strain put upon him as a member of 
the Finance committee and of the subcom- 
mittee he appears as fresh and frisky as a 
bridegroom—which he is. And there, too, is 
Governor Dingley, chairman of the com- 
mittee that framed the bill which bears his 
name. No man in either branch of Congress 
has worked harder or more unremittingly 
than he since Dec. 1 last; and, let me tell 


you, Dingley is a man who tries to go to 


the core of every subject he tackles. Well, 
Dingley is 65 years old, and a man of such 
frail physique—in fact, he has looked like 
an invalid for years—that his friends who 
knew what a thorough and conscientious 
worker he was feared that he might not be 
able to endure the strain and carry the 
burden of the chairmanship of Ways 
and Means. He seéms as well and as strong 
today as on the day when he accepted the 
chairmanship, and I miss my guess if he 
doesn’t know as thuch about the action of 
the Senate on every one of the committee’s 
amendments, and about the probable effect 
of every amendment, as Senator Allison or 
any other member of the Finance committee 
does. Yes, sir, there must be a good reason 
why old stagers like Allison and Platt and 
Dingley go through with their work and ap- 
pear to thrive on it when comparative 
youngsters like Aldrich falter and fall by 
the wayside.”’

German View of Trusts. 

The Baltimore Sun gives an analysis of a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of the 
.German Empire, along with some extracis 
from it, in a case involving the legality of 
trusts and combinations. The court, which 
is analogous in character to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, sits at Leipsic. 
The decision of the court is that trusts 
are perfectly legal in Germany and to be 
commended, for the following reasons: 

When in certain industrial branches the prices 
of such products are sinking too low, thereby 
making impossible or endangering a successful 


business thereof, the crisis which necessarily fol- 


lows is not only pernicious to the individ 
also to the political economy in 


therefore. in the interest of the whole community 


that inadequate low prices shall not 

long in any industrial branch. In — — 
with this principle the legislative bodies have re- 
peatedly and quite recently undertaken to bring 
about higher prices for certain products hy estab- 
lishing protective duties. It can, therefore, not 
be deemed absolutely and generally obnoxious to 
the interests of the community when the manufac- 
turers of certain articles form a combination, for 
the. purposé of preventing ruinous competition 
and to arrest the downward tendency of prices for 


their products. On the contrary, such combina- . 


tions can be regarded not only as a w 

manifestation of the impetus of 42 
but also as @ measure for the interest of the whole 
community, in cases where prices are 80 low that 
the manufacturers are threatened with financial 


ruin. For this reason the formation of syndicates 


and trusts has been designated by several a - 
ties as a means which, when properly — 


would prove remarkably expedient to prevent ex- 


travagant and detrimental overproduction, . 
{But who is to judge when the trust 


There was nothing in it for 


cellaneous sources, $24,627,071.

CITY HALL GOSSIPS GUESS ON LENGTH 
OF BIS OFFICIAL TENURE. 


Comment on the Dissatisfaction of the 

Mayor with His Corporation Coun- 
‘the Number of Hints the 
Latter Has Received That His Res- 
ignation Would Not Go Begging— 
my. Harrison's Desire for a New Ma- | 
chine Brought In. 


— — 


“How long will Corporation G 
Thornton stay?“ is the question now being 
constantly asked around the City Hall, and 
the minor officeholders with sporting tend- 
encies are freely offering bets on the time. 

Matters between the Mayor and his chief 
legal adviser are in a curious condition. Mr. 
Harrison is thoroughly tired of Mr. Thorn- 
ton's constant meddling with things which 
dd not concern him, and has been at times 
nettled by the Corporation Counsel's calm 
assumption that he was appointed to office 
gimpiy to guide his chief's feet in the path 
in which they should tread.’ As a matter 
of fact, Mr: Harrison is Mayor, and no ono 
else, but up to date Mr. Thornton has failed 
to recognize that fact, deputizing himself as 
the special guardian of his superior’s acts 
and conscience, and trouble has naturally — 
arisen in consequence. 

Every ome around the City Hall, except 
Mr. Thornton, knows nothing would please 
the Mayor. more than to receive the resigna- 
tion of his Corporation Counsel, and a reali- 
gation of that fact ought by this time to 
have begun to permeate Mr. Thornton’ s 
mind. 


Hints to Mr. 
He has, at any rate, been receiving hints 


| enough of late. At the beginning of the con- 
troverey over the civil service law Mr. 


Thornton elected himself the main adviser | 
ot the Mayor and wrote for him and pur- 


_* guaded him to deliver the celebrated mes- 


gage in which a lot of ridiculous reasons 
were alleged for the removal of Commis> 
sioners Clark and Hotz. 

The Mayor early perceived the mistake 
then made, and.so, when eight days ago 
he sent to the Council a long message on the 
civil service law, Mr. Thornton ‘was not 
only not éonsulted, but knew nothing about 
the matter until 5 o’clock of the evening of 
the day the message was sent in, and was 
only informed then because the Mayor 
wished him to draft an ordinance to be 

submitted to the Council along with the 
message. 

Mr. Thornton pocketed this slight with- 
out a murmur, thinking rightly enough the 

general public would credit him with any 
attack on the civil service law anyhow, but 
when the Mayor found this was likely to be. 

the outcome of the matter, he publicly an- 
nounced Mr. Thornton had not been con- 
sulted in the matter, and authorized the 
reporter for THe TRIBUNE to make a state- 
ment to that effect in this paper. 

About Mr. Thornton’s Lecture. 

Then Mr. Thornton gave it out he hada 
lecture on the civil service law and its work- 
ings which he thought would make interest- 
ing reading, and he invited all the news- 

per reporters in the City Hall to be in 
is office at 5 o’clock of last Thursday, so 
they could listen to what he had to say. 

The reporters joked about this coming 

— lecture in the presence of the Mayor, and 
yen they afterwards went in a body to 
the Corporation Counsel's office to listen to 
it, found Mr. Thornton had suddenly 
changed his mind and said he must post- 
sig his remarks on account of lack of 
me. They have all been at him ever since 
— this lecture, but it has never been forth- 
coming, and while none has any certain 
knowledge in the matter, the gencral opinion 
is Mr. Thornton received a sharp notice from 
the Mayor that he was talking too much. 

It is known Controller Waller, who is Mr. 

arrison’s personal friend, is altogether at 

ts. with the Corporation Counsel, and 
roughout the whole building it is the 
custom to speak süghtingly of the head of 
the law department. Two months ago every 
one bowed low before Mr. Thornton and his 
office was daily filled with officeseekers, but 


now he is regarded as a discarded favorite | 


and all the courtiers for the Mayor's favor 
turn their backs on him. ‘ 
Slighted in Printers’ Ink. 
Last Saturday a weekly publication which 
aspires to be the organ of the Harrison ad- 


ministration, and which certainly would not 


do anything. it thought would displease the 
Mayor, printed pictures of Mr. Harrison 
“and the chief officers of his administration 
down to the place of Smoke Inspector. It 
carefully omitted Mr. Thornton from the 
list, however, and gave a likeness and 
sketch of his first assistant, Granville 
_Browning, as the Corporation Counsel. To 
make the matter more apparent, attention 
was called to it in the letter press part of 
the publication, and the prediction made 
that while Mr. Browning did not then hold 
the office he soon would. The publication 
‘was received with great glee around the 
Mayor's office, and there is no record of the 
publisher having fallen from grace in con- 
sequence. 

As has already been told in THe SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE, City Attorney Devine has served 
notice on Mr. Thornton that he intends to 


conduct the city’s side of the civil service | 


mandamus cases now pending in the Su- 
preme Court. Few people around the 
City Hall but thinks Mr. ‘Devine took this 
position as a result of a broad hint from the 
- Mayor's office; and Mr. Thornton is so begin- 
ning to regard the matter himself. 
Politics in the Matter. 
Outside of the Mayor’s impatience at Mr. 
Thornton's constant attempt to usurp his 
prerogatives, there is a lot of politics back 
of the trouble. 
The Mayor has determined to cut loose 
from the Gahan-Trude wing of the Demo- 
eratic party and build up a machine of his 
own, led by such Jeffersonian patriots as 
„Bobby Burke and Joe Martin. To 
accomplish this end Andrew J. Toolen was 
recently made Deputy Commissioner of Pub- 
lic’ Works on the promise he would bring in 
the Thirty-second Ward, the one in which 
Gahan and Trude both reside, and Mr. 
Thornton, who is a member of the Gahan- 
Trude faction, is to be sacrificed, along with 
his faithful adherent, the always superserv- 
iceable Alex. J. Jones.
